Cabinet ’—that is to say, of a definite 
constituent of Imperial organisation. 
“These meetings,” Mr. Lloyd George goes 
on after the sentence which we have 
quoted, “important as they will be, are 
only evidence of the still greater changes 
which the war is bringing about in the 
relations of the different parts of\the Em- 
pite to one another. The full nature of 
these changes will not be apparent until 
after the war, and their consequences can 


war, however, has set us definitely on the 
path of Imperial organisation. This 
matter is no longer the mere subject of 
more or less academic discussion that it 
was before the war. As soon as there is 
time—and time must be made for it imme- 
diately after the war—we must face 
directly the task of reconstruction. One 
of the few cgmpetent men who have ad- 
dressed them™lves to the practical details 
of a scheme of Imperial organisation is a 
member of the present War Cabinet to-day 
—Viscount Milner. He has warned us 
not. to expect to drift somehow into a 
proper Imperial organisation. “Such a 
Government—an authority which can deal 
for the Empire as the representative of all 
its self-governing: peoples—cannot grow of 
itself out of-the ground. It can only be 
the result of a great and deliberate effort 
of constitutional reconstruction.” The effort 
is demanded of us by the Dominions, Lord 
Milner. sketches an Imperial Cabinet, re- 
sponsible to an Imperial Parliament, both 
distinct from the constitution of the 
United Kingdom, and standing in the 
same relation to al] the local Parliaments, 
including that of the United Kingdom. The 
numerous measures necessary to give full 
effect to the contemplated transformation 
need not be made all at once. The Im- 
perial Parliament, once constituted, could 
itself deal gradually with many important 
matters which might well be deliberately 
postponed. The sum of his message is—Get 
to work on the new Constitution, so that 
we shall know what points are going to be 
points of difficulty.

The French Cabinet. 


The French Cabinet crisis has not been 
of long duration. M. Ribot, the veteran 
Cabinet, which includes many of the 
The fact suggests that the causes of M. 
Briand s fall, about which little is known, 
were largely personal. Its occasion was 
the resignation of General Lyautey, the 
War Minister, who, when the Chamber 
demanded a secret session on the aviation 
service, made the remarkable declaration 
that the deputies could not be trusted 
with confidential information He was 
promptly howled down, and resigned after 
the close of the sitting. M. Briand, find- 
ing himself unable to rearrange his 
Cabinet after General Lyautey’s departure, 
then tendered his resignation to the Presi- 
dent. There is little doubt that he has 
seized the opportunity which presented 
itself of escaping from a position which 
he found imcreasingly precarieus.

The Imperial War Cabinet held its first 
meeting yesterday. It is impossible not 
to believe that the event will be as a land- 
mark in the history of the Empire. An 
Imperial Conference is being held at the 
same time, and was opened formally yes- 
terday.

Dublin Rebuilding. 


Yesterday Mr. Brady again pressed on 
the Chief Secretary in the House of 
Commons Dublin's claims upon the 
Government to facilitate the rebuilding of 
the destroyed area in the city.

But the report which has just 
been published, in the circumstances and man- 
ner of its publication—(hear, hear)—and in the 
use which has been made of it—(loud cheers)— 
seems to me, after full consideration of the 
public interests involved, to render it necessary 
to say somethi at once, bob in my own in- 
terest only, but in that of my late colleagues on 
the War Council, who included distinguished 
members of the present ‘Government—(cheers)— 
and, above all, of one who is no longer able to 
speak for himself, the lamented Lord Kitchener. 
(Cheers.) I spoke a moment ago of the circum-~ 
stances and the manner of the publication of 
this report, which I think are unexampled. in 
our history. The report deals critically with, 
and in some cases animadveris upon, the conduct 
of a number of servants of the State—states- 
men, sailors, and soldiers. It purports do be 
founded upon, and to give the effect of, the 
testimony of a number of witnesses. In almost 
every paragraph the evidence is either textually 
cited or referred to in the margin, with the num- 
ber of the particular question and answer, with- 
out the means of verifying those references, and 
reading at length and im its full context the 
testimony which is avouched. It is impossible 
for any reader to form an opinion of any value 
of his own, either as to the fullness or fairness 
of the case as presented, or as to the justice of 
the conclusions which are based upon it. 
(Gheers.) But when the evidence is asked for, 
in order that these elementary conditions of a 
fair judgment may be observed, we are told 
thai, in the opinion of the Commissioners, it

Nothing in the report has filled me‘with 
more indignation and disgust at their publica- 
tion than the criticisms made, in which Lord 
Kitchener's conduct and capacity are taken ad- 
vantage of by those who, only two years ago, 
were in a posture of almost slavish adulation—.

THE DARDANELLES EXPEDITION, 

I do not dwell—because it is common ground 
—on the political and strategic and economic 
importance of the. Dardanelles o tions. The 
serious quéstion is this—Whether, .admitting its 
political, strategic, and economic importance, 
the Government of the. time. were justified in 
considering it a practical one~we won't say & 
possible one. Everyone would have preferred, 
if it had been possible, a joint naval and milt- 
tary expedition. In the first instance, what was 
resolved upon was to carry out a nayal expedi- 
tion alone. It was because Lord Ktichener, 
who strongly favoured the project, declared, and 
proved to the satisfaction of all his colleagues, 
that he had not available a sufficient number of 
troops to make the operation a joint one, that 
it was undertaken as 4 was.

BACK TO THE BEGINNING. 

1 wish, in the first place, to say a word or 
two as to the war organisation which existed 
when tho operations which this Commiesion 
was directed to inquire into were begun. I seo 
that they express the opinion that for the 
first few months of the war the machinery 
was both clumsy and ineffective. But at 
the time in question, the time which is actually 
covered by the reference to the Commission, 


the war organisation was, in substance, as they | 


have described it—the Cabinet, the War Coun- 
cu, which corresponded in its composition 
almost exactly to the old Committee of Im- 
perial Defence, and the beads of the executive 
departments, the War Office, and the Ad- 
miraliy, with their etafis and expert advisers. 
The daily conduct of the operations of the war 
wae in the hands of the Ministers’ responsible 
for the Army and Navy, in constant consuita- 
tion with the Prime Minister. When any 
seriohs questions involving new departures of 
olicy or joint strategic operations arose, the 
Nar Council, which, as I have said, was a re- 
production of the old Committee of Imperial! 
Defence, with the expert advisers of the Army 
and Nary, and sometimes the Foreign Office, 
was summoned. 


POSITION OF THE EXPERTS. 

I will say only one word with regard o ihe 
position of the experts at this. Committee, 
because a great deal has been said about it in 
this report The position of these experts 
was precisely the same aa it had always been 
at the Committee of Imperial Defence. They 
were there—and that was the reason and the 
only reason for their being there—to give the 
lay members the benefit of their advice. (Cheers. ) 
For what other purpose were they summoned ? 
1 have sat, and mostly as Chairman, for ten 
years, on the Committee of Imperial Defence. 


The men we have had there as expert advisers, , 


exactly in the same position as these cage 
were all the most distinguished soldiers and 
sailors during that decade, imciuding Lord 
Fisher, Bir A. Wilson, and the gallant Field- 
Marshel Lord Nicholson, who is one of the 
signatories to this report. Í state, and Í am 
borne out by the evidence of my political and 
civilian colleagues, including the present Prime 
Minister, when I say that I have never known 
them to show the least reluctance to give their 
opinion, invited or uninvited. (Laughter.) 


THE CABINET’S AUTHORITY. 

With regard to the Gabinet, | would like 
only to gay that it never abdicated, in my time, 
its ultimate authority, though it very property, 
as I think, was content normally to delegate the 
active conduct of the war to the Minister con- 
In the War Council all the important 
steps were reported to it, and there were times 
when it took an active part in the conduct of 
the war. I say nothing about the Admiralty, 
because I dare say Mr. Churchill will have 
something to say about the Admiralty. 


DEFENCE OF LORD KITCHENER. 

I paas from the political side of the organisa- 
tion to deal with a matter about which I feel a 
more peculiar concern--namely, the animad. 
versions made by the Commissioners in their 
report on the War Office and its éedministration 
hy Lord Kitchemer. As we all know, to our last- 
ing and infinite regret, Lord Kitehener, some 
months, 1 think, before this Commuinien was 
appointed, and certainly some months before it 
began to sit, lost his life in the service of the 
Siate—(hear, hear)~and with him there also 
perished Colonel Fitzgerald, his secretary and 
confidant, who was more in Lord Kitchener's 
confidence than anyone else in the world. When 
the Commission was appointed and was about to 
begin its labours, feeling myself as being in a 
peculiar sense the trustee for Lord Kitchener's 
memory, | felt somewhat apprehensive as to 
whether what I might call his case would be 
adequaiely presented in the course of the in- 
quiry. Accordingly, before the Commission sat, 
1 sent for the Attorney-General, and suggested 
that it was desirable, if he could make it con- 
sistant with bis other duties, that be should 
appear before the Commission, and represent 
what I might call Lord Kitehener’s interest. As 
might be expected, he expressed not only his 
willingness, but his concurrence with the sugges- 
tion. Accordingly he went to the Chairman of 
the Commission, antl placed these facts before 
him, but was assured that there was no neces- 
sity for his attendance, and that he might be 
quite assured Lord Kitchener's interests would 
be amply safeguarded. I very much 
that the request was not complied with. But I 
am not making any impatation on the fairness 
with which the. Commissioners conducted the 
jnquiry.

LORD FISHER'S DISSENT. 

Lord Fisher, whose opinion, of course, was of 
the highest value, had expressed to me on the 
morning of that day, and had expressed, | 
know, to my right hon. friend, then First Lord 
of the Admiralty (Mr. Churchill, an adverse, 
or, at least, an unfavourable, opinion, but not 
upon the ground, and never upon the ground, of 
its merits or demerits from a technical or natal 
point of view. Lord Fisher's adverse opinion, 
as the Commissioners have found im their re- 
port, wes not founded upon the naval or tech- 
nical merits or demerits of the operation, but 
upon his avowed preference for. an entirely 
different objective in a totally different sphere.

THE QUESTION OF DELAY. 


Now. | pass to. the point of delay after the 
decision of 16th February. in sending troops 
vhich had become available in the meantime, 
partly by setting free the 29th Division, which 
had been eart-marked elsewhere, and partly by 
thi repulse of the Turkish attack upon the Suez 
Canal, which had set free a large. part of the 
garrison of Egypt.

i the troops, including the 29th Division, having 


been ordered to be sent on the 16th February, 
Lord Kitchener countermanded the order. The 
matter was brought before the War Council 
on two or three occasions, and was the subject 
of considerable discussion and controversy. The 
War Council yielded to Lord Kitchener's view, 
and it was not, I think. until the 10th March 
that he raised his embargo, and the 18th Divi- 
sion was sent. The Commissioners say that the 
delay of three weeks in the sending of the troops 
probably grarely compromised the ultimate 
guceess Of the land attack. 


THE DIFFICULTIES. 


I can speak the more freely upon this maiter 
myself, because, taking the view that 1 did, and 
which the Comminsiofera assent to, that time 
was important, I strongly urged Lord Kitchener 
to send the 29th Division. But I think it is 
most unfair to him, in passing any judgment 
o> his conduct in the matter, that the world 
should not realise what his difficulties were, 
(Cheeras.) There was nothing, such as is de- 
seribed in this report, in the way of vacillation 
ot hesitation. What was it that operated upen 
his mind? Twa main considerations. In the 
first place, the Russian position, a very bad 
one at that time, in the East, led Lord. 
Kitchener to apprehend that the Germans 
might withdraw, and probably would withdraw, 
considerable bodies of troops. from the Kastern 
for the Western front, and thereby. render the 
situation in France and Flanders much more 
dificult than it was. In the next place, what 
I know operated in his mind still more was the 
situation on the Western front itself, which was 
at that moment very critical. Strong and 
urgent preasure—there is no harm in saying it 
now, so long after the event—was brough to 
bear upon him, not only by the English, 
by the French, Commander in the field 
let the 29th Division go to France. Lord 
Kitchener mer have been right or he may have 
been wrong, but no one can doubt that these 
were grave an weighty reasons—-(cheers)—and 
it is perfectly monstrous to s that we, lav 
and civilian members of the War Council, in 
view of the temporary veto from our great mili- 
tary authority, should have endeavoured to 
overrule him, and said: “ You must send the 
o%h Division, and send it at ones.” If we had 
done so, what would have been said by those 
who are now criticising us?
